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Five Years with the Herd Test 


By HORACE W. NORTON, Jr. Supt. A. R. 


N reviewing the progress of the Herd Improvement Test, 
] we find several important changes since it was started 

January 1, 1928, all of which were made with a view 
toward broadening its field and increasing its value to the 
breeders. The Herd Improvement Test, or “Herd Test” as 
it is commonly called, was designed to furnish the owner 
with production figures for every cow in the herd year 
after year as a basis for his breeding program and the 
rules provided that the test might be made in conjunction 
with. the local cow testing association in order that the 
cost might be kept at a reasonable figure. Under this plan 
a test was made one day each month, without a preliminary 
milking. The rules in general were quite properly made 
more stringent than the regular cow testing association 
rules, including daily milk weights for every cow in the 
herd, identification of cows tested and limiting milking to 
two cows ata time. This single method of testing was fol- 
lowed during the first two years of the “Herd Test,” 
the bi-monthly plan was added and the owner had his 
choice of the two methods. Under the bimonthly plan, a 
24-hour test, preceded by a preliminary milking, was taken 
every other month and daily milk weights were not re- 
quired. 


when 


those who preferred a test with a preliminary milking and 
also herds milked by machine which made it difficult to 
keep daily milk weights. At the present time, January, 


1933, about 20% of the herds on test for Herd Im- 
provement Registry are following the bi-monthly 
method. We have frequent requests for the elimination 


of the milk weights under the regular monthly testing 
plan and if this change would greatly increase the num- 
ber of herds tested for Herd Improvement Registry, it 
would probably be warranted as the object should be 
to accomplish the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber. I understand that the Jersey Cattle Club, which 
has both monthly and bi-monthly plans of testing for 
Herd Improvement Registry, with rules much the same 
as ours, has recently abolished the requirement of daily 
milk weights under the monthly plan and it will be 
interesting to note the effect of this change on the 
humber of herds tested. Personally, perhaps from early 
training on the farm at home, I have always been very 
strongly in favor of keeping milk weights on every cow 
in the herd whether on test or not.

This plan provided for charging 
each cow against the herd for the number of months 
of the herd test year during which she was a member 
of the herd and a heifer freshening for the first time 
Was counted in the herd from date of freshening. On 
this basis, two cows in the herd six months each or 
four cows in the herd three months each were combined 
as one cow in the herd average. This plan was fol- 
lowed in the first two volumes of the Red Book, but 
the method was changed in Volume 2% to the plan now 
in use. Under the present plan only the cows that are 
members of the herd for ten months of the herd test 
Year are included in the average and heifers freshening

month of the herd test year to be included in 
the herd average. All cows in the herd ten months are 
figured in the average regardless of the time in milk 
and all other cows are reported with individual produe- 
tion figures in a supplementary list following the herd 
average. This newer method is much more satisfactory 
than the original system as every cow in the herd aver- 
age is an individual cow and fractional reports, such 
as appear in the first two volumes of the Red Boo", 
are eliminated entirely. 

The third change, which is of far greater importance 
than the two already mentioned, is the development of 
lactation records which appear as a new feature in 
Volume 4 of the Red Book and we will give further 
consideration to this subject later on. With these three 
principal changes——first, giving the owner his choice 
of two plans of testing his herd; second, the improved 
method of figuring the herd average and, third, the 
development of lactation records, we believe that the 
“Herd Test” has made great progress in the first five 
years of its existence. 

Every Holstein-Friesian breeder 
defined breeding program if he hopes to 
cess in building his herd and this 
based on records of production for 
herd year after year. The ‘Herd 
program nicely and furnishes the 
factory form at the minimum cost. 
Registry, in which the individual cow is the unit, the 
Herd Improvement Test turns the searchlight on the 
entire herd, focussing attention particularly on the low 
producing, unprofitable cow and demanding her elimi- 
nation from the herd. Fortunately, the rules provide 
that the owner may have his low producing cows 
omitted from the herd average if he is willing to sur- 
render their registry certificates for cancellation. The 
“Herd Test’? has no production requirements and can- 
cellation of certificates is entirely voluntary on the part 
of the owner. The owner who takes advantage of this 
cancellation feature helps himself by improving the 
quality of his own herd and at the same time helps to 
raise the standard of the breed. Up to September 30, 
1932, the close of the period reported in Volume 4 of 
the Red Book, cancellations in connection with the 
“Herd Test” totaled 2,962, averaging about 11% of the

This is genuine breed improve- 
ment. 
The proven sire is the other source through which 


we expect the ‘“‘Herd Test’? to accomplish great improve- 
ment in the breed. Raising the levels of production of 
the herd by the use of proven sires is not as rapid as 
elimination of low producing cows, but the possibilities 
are and 


greater doubtless much more can be accom- 
plished by this method over a period of years. In the 
first plan, we weed out the poor ones; by the second 


plan, we would breed them out; the two together should 
make a wonderful combination. 

Proving sires is a slow process at best. A sire is 
five years old by the time his first crop of heifers have 
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completed their first lactations and the time element is 
a very important item to be considered in any program 
for proving sires. We soon found that production fig- 
ures for the 12-months’ period of, the herd test year 
did not furnish a fair basis for making daughter-dam 
comparisons in many instances because heifers fresh- 
ening near the middle of the testing year or later 
received credit for only the first few months of their 
lactation periods, while their dams might freshen early 
and have credit for the full lactation or greater part of 
it. There was a discrepancy in ages, too, as ages were 
based on the date of starting the herd test year instead 
of dates of freshening. It is quite obvious that such 
figures would be worthless for determining the breed- 
ing value of a sire and it would be necessary to discard 
these records and wait for the figures for the following 
year. The reason along with others, convinced us that 
we should change to lactation records for proving sires 
and under the present plan lactation records, limited 
to 365 days, are figured for all cows in herds tested for 
two or more consecutive years and ages are based on 
date of calving. These lactation records will be re- 
ported regularly to the owners as they are completed 
and will be published in the sire list in the Red Book. 
In the reports of herds published in the Red Book, the 
productions credited to the individual members of the 
herd will be the productions for the 12-months’ period 
of the herd test year as before, and these figures will 
be used in computing the herd averages. The lactation 
records shown in the sire lists are just an added feature 
which we believe will greatly increase the value of the 
‘“‘Herd Test.’’ Volume 4 is the first volume of the Red 
Book in which the lactation records appear and the list 
is complete from the beginning of the test for all herds 
tested for two consecutive years. This list includes 
nearly 10,000 lactation records, many cows having two 
or three records while some have already completed 
four lactations. 

One of the great difficulties in making daughter- 
dam comparisons in proving sires is the difference in 
ages, the daughters being tested as two and three-year- 
olds while their dams are tested in mature form. This 
difficulty will be almost entirely eliminated when herds 
are tested regularly year after year as we will be able 
to compare the two-year-old productions of the daugh- 
ters of a sire with the productions of their dams as 
two-year-olds and these comparisons of actual records 
will be much more satisfactory than the use of age con- 
version factors which at best are objectionable. Thirty- 
three herds that started on test January 1, 1928, when 
the Herd Improvement Test began, have been on test 
continuously and in these herds it will soon be possible 
to make daughter-dam comparisons with actual records 
made at the same age and under practically the same 
conditions. 


Some breeders feel that the Herd Improvement Test 
has not met the popular response that might be expected 
from the breeders throughout the country, but we 
must not be too impatient. If we look back in the 
history of Advanced Registry testing, we find that there 
was great opposition to the yearly test, when it was 
adopted in 1906, from those who favored the seven-day 
test and for several years progress in yearly testing was 
very slow. During the first four years 131 yearly rec- 
ords were completed and 1911, the fifth year of long- 
time testing, only 192 cows completed records in the 
Yearly Division. In comparison with these figures the 
Herd Improvement Test has made a_ very favorable 
showing. Records of the first four years of the ‘‘Herd 
Test”? shown in the Red Books include herd averages 
for 862 herds with a total of 18,371 cows and the fifth 
year will hold about even with the average for the first 
four years. We are starting 1933 with 212 herds in- 
cluding 6,744 cows on test in 37 states. While the 
“Herd Test’? has made a very satisfactory showing dur- 
ing its first five years in comparison with long-time test- 
ing in Advanced Registry, the fact remains that only 
a small percentage of the cows of the breed are being 
tested for Advanced Registry and Herd Improvement 
Registry together and this number must be increased 
many times if we would make rapid progress in raising 
the level of production of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
in general. Some figures from the first four years’ 
work might be interesting here and the following tables 
summarize the results so far attained in the Herd Im- 
provement Test:

These figures show that well over 4,000 cows have 
been tested throughout the year during each of the 
four years reported. The largest number of long-time 
tests reported in Advanced Registry during any single 
year was 4,184 in 1923 and the ‘“‘Herd Test” has ex- 
ceeded this number by a good margin for each of the 
first four years, proving that there is a very definite 
demand for this form of testing. The averages rang- 
ing from 366.4 to 374.6 lbs. fat per cow for all cows and 
heifers on test each year should be considered highly 
satisfactory as the average annual production of the 
dairy cows of the country at large is 175 to 180 Ibs. 
fat, according to the 1930 Federal Census, and the aver- 
age for cow testing associations, quite a percentage of 
which are pure breds, is just over 300 lbs. fat per cow. 

It is to be expected that averages shown in the 
“Herd Test’? will be much lower than averages in 
Advanced Registry. Only a small percentage of Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders have any definite information 
as to the average production of all cows in their herds 
and doubtless ideas on this subject need considerable 
revision downward in most cases. I remember that in 
comparing ‘‘Herd Test’? and Advanced Registry figures 
at the Philadelphia Convention in 1929, I ventured the 
opinion that herds averaging 500 lbs. fat for a year in 
the ‘‘Herd Test’? would be as unusual as cows producing 
1,000 lbs. fat in a year in Advanced Registry Test. As 
a matter of fact, the first four volumes of the Red Book 
record 18 different herds with averages of 500 lbs. fat 
per cow, while during the last four Advanced Registry 
testing years 55 cows have finished records exceeding 
1,000 lbs. fat. It is much more difficult to make a high 
herd average than it is to make a high record on a 
single cow. There is always some cow in the herd that 
does not freshen right or is dry for too great a part of 
of the year to make a good showing and there are many 
other factors which tend to lower the herd average. 
In fact, every detail of good herd management is in- 
volved in securing a high average when the whole herd 
is concerned in addition to the first requisite, which is 
a herd capable of heavy production. 

The last volume of the Red Book gives a list of 164 
herds that have averaged over 400 lbs. fat per cow for 
one year. Eleven of these herds have exceeded 400 
Ibs. fat per cow each year for four years, 11 others 
have three such records and 31 others have passed the 
400-lb. mark for two years. An average of 400 Ibs. 
fat per cow for the entire herd is an excellent herd 
record and every breeder whose name appears on this 
list has cause to be proud of the showing made by his 
herd. Volume 4 also gives a list of the leading herds 
arranged according to classifications and we are repro- 
ducing this in part so that these high herds may be 
given full credit for their productions shown in the 
“Herd Test.”’

At the December meeting, the Board 
of Directors approved a plan for pub- 
lishing a modified Mount Hope Index 
for sires with six daughter-dam pairs 
tested in the Herd Improvement Test. 
There has been considerable discus- 
sion of the Mount Hope Index in the 
farm and dairy press during recent 
months and some of our breeders are 
already making use of it in their breed- 
ing programs. The purpose of the 
index is to provide a definite method 
of evaluating sires on the basis of 
the progeny test by comparing the 
production of the daughters of a sire 
with the production of their dams. 
The plan as approved by the Board 
for use with Holstein-Friesian sires 
will be confined entirely to Herd Im- 
provement Registry records and will 
be limited to sires having not less 
than six daughters with Herd Test 
records whose dams also have Herd 
Test records. The plan of this index 
considers milk production and _ per 
cent fat as controlled by separate fac- 
tors and in developing the index, we 
will compare the average milk pro- 
duction of the daughters with the av- 
erage for their dams. If the daugh- 
ters average more than their dams, 
the difference will be added to the 
daughters’ production and the result- 
ing figure will be considered the sire’s 
index for milk. Conversely, where the 
average milk production of the daugh- 
ters is less than their dams, the dif- 
ference will be subtracted from the 
daughters’ average in determining the 
sire’s milk index. Similarly, the av- 
erage test of the different daughters 
will be compared with the average 
test of their dams and the sire’s index 
for per cent fat will be figured on the 
same basis as for milk. Thus, you 
will see that in the plan as adopted, 
the more complicated features of the 
regular Mount Hope Index are elimi- 
nated and the sire and dam are 
credited with contributing equally to 
the inheritance of the offspring and 
it becomes an equal parent index in 
the form in which we apply it to the 
Herd Test Sires. 

The first obstacle which we. en- 
counter in averaging the milk pro- 
duction of the daughters of a sire and 
comparing with their dams is the fact 
that the daughters and dams are 
tested at different ages and, also, fre- 
quently in different classifications. That 
is, some may have been milked only 
twice a day while others were milked 
three or four times daily throughout 
the year, and this makes it necessary 
to adjust the records to a comparable 
basis. We had previously prepared a 
set of age conversion factors based 
on some 30,000 yearly records in Ad- 
vanced Registry but it seemed best, 
since this index is to be confined 
entirely to the Herd Improvement 
Test, to develop factors of this sort 
from Herd Test records. According- 
ly, we have prepared these factors on 
the basis of the lactation records pub- 
lished in the sire list in Volume 4 of 
the Red Book, this list including ap- 
proximately 10,000 records. In con- 
hection with these studies, we com- 
pared the production of individual cows 
tested during consecutive lactations 
and found that they checked closely 
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with the age factors developed from 
the complete list of records. During 
the past year of the Herd Test, which 
is reported in Volume 4, 526 cows were 
tested in “A’, 1900 in B, and 1953 in 
“C”,. On this basis, adjustment to 
Classification B, or thre milkings a 
day, seemed advisable and this plan 
has been adopted. 

In figuring the average production 
of the daughters of a sire, we first 
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Mt. Hope Index of Herd Test Sires 


converted the records to a mature 
“B” basis by the use of the factors 
shown in the accompanying table. 
Where a cow had more than one rec- 
ord each individual record was ad- 
justed and the average of the two or 
more taken as the production for the 
individual cow. The average produc- 
tion of all of the daughters obtained 
in this way was compared with. the

Shawangunk Valley Stock Farm 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


N a beautiful Ulster County valley, almost in the 
| shadow of Mt. Minnewaska, one of the loftiest peaks 

of the Catskills, lies Shawangunk Valley Stock Farm, 
a name with which World readers have become quite 
tamiliar during the past two or three years. This farm, 
or rather this series of five farms, totalling some 1,200 
acres, is the property of W. E. Bruyn, a New York City 
business man who maintains a beautiful summer home 
here in the valley, a few miles north of Wallkill, Ulster 
County, New York. The farm is a part of a vast tract 
that has been in the Bruyn family since Colonial days, 


but it was not until 1924 that the Holstein herd was 
established there under the management of Ben H. 
Decker. 


My first visit to this establishment was in the sum- 
mer of 1928. I had met Mr. Decker before but during 
my short visit he dropped two remarks that gave me a 
new insight into the character of the man. He was 
helping the boys load a few calves on a truck to send 
to the county fair when he announced, sort of apologeti- 
cally, ‘‘We send a few head right from the pasture to 
the local fair. You see, there are no other big herds 
like this in the county and if we dolled them up there 
wouldn’t be much money left for the other boys.” 

Then, a little later, when he was showing me several 
cows that were producing from 600 to well over 800 Ibs. 
fat in C. T. A. work and I asked him why they didn’t go 
into Advanced Registry work, he replied, ‘‘Well, it’s just 
a small association and the boys need us to keep it 
going.”’ 

It is this fine spirit of neighborly cooperation that is 
the keynote of Shawangunk Valley Stock Farm under 
the leadership of Ben Decker. True, he did go into Ad- 
vanced Registry work a little later, making an outstand- 
ing success of it and so has been able to furnish his 
neighbors with high record herd sires at prices they 
can afford. He organized and was first president of the 
Ulster County Holstein-Friesian Club—the club which 
stood first in Division B in the state-wide extension con- 
test for 1932; and I believe Ben Decker was one of the 
moving spirits back of the Ulster County herd which 
won first at New York State Fair in 1932. He has also 
been active in promoting several successful Ulster Coun- 
ty Holstein sales, which have given the Ulster County 
breeders an opportunity to market their surplus stock 
at fair prices. 


In 1928, when I first visited the place, they had 
nearly completed on the main farm one of the finest, 
largest and most complete dairy barns in the state. A 
little later, when they decided to go into semi-official 
testing, a splendid, modern test barn was erected. The 
latter was hardly complete before it was destroyed by 
fire and a little later the dairy barn was also burned. 
Both buildings will eventually be replaced but in the 
meantime it has been necessary to reduce the herd to 
about thirty odd cows over two years old which with the 
young stock fills the old barns to capacity. 

As stated before, the first Advanced Registry testing 
was started in the fall of 1929 and the first eight cows 
to tinish averaged well over 800 lbs. fat. Class A work 
was continued in 1931 and 1932, eight cows finishing 
records above 800 lbs. fat during the past year, with 
the result that they now have in the herd eighteen co'ys 
and heifers with records averaging over 800 lbs. fat, in- 
cluding one over 1,000 lbs. fat. During 1933, they will 
have about fifteen head running in Class A, and have 
started six others in Class B. C. T. A. work has been 
continued as well as A. R. testing and the herd has 
turned out a five-year average of 448.8 lbs. fat. 


The present head of the herd is Dutchland Colantha 
Boy Hengerveld 461909, a son of Dutchland Colantha 
the Great from the 1,000-lb. fat producer, Dutchland 
Pietertje Topsy Lass. His first daughters to finish 
have Class B records up to 565 lbs. fat as two-year-olds 
and a good string of them are now running on test. 
one of them producing 3 lbs. fat a day in Class A. 


Quite a number of the best cows in the herd are 
granddaughters or other descendants of Sir P. O. M. 
37th, and the two herd sires assisting ‘‘Dutch’’ are also 
strong in 37th blood. They are Governor Mercedes 
586228 and DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes 5th 511208. 
The former is a son of Governor Fobes from a daugh- 
ter of Dicmere Sir Pietertje Mercedes, with a record of 
895.2 lbs. fat from 25,600 lbs. milk. The other is a 
son of the old Detroit Creamery herd sire from an al- 
most ‘'40-lb.”’ granddaughter of ‘‘37th.’’ Another sire 
that has seen considerable service in the herd is Pabst

Herd Testing 


HIS issue is practically a special Herd Improvement 

i Test number. The feature article which Mr. Nor- 

ton has prepared brings out effectively the special 

attractions of this youngest and newest department of 
the Advanced Registry activities. 

The Herd Test meets the present-day need for an 
economical test of the whole herd, the expense running 
only a little higher than cow testing association costs, 
and with the added attractions of a permanent pub- 
lished record through publication of the figures in the 
Red Book. The value of this feature of the work is 
well brought out in Supt. Norton’s summary of the first 
five years’ results. 


One of the greatest services of the Herd Test from 
the standpoint of breeders will be in connection with 
proving sires. In this respect, it is more reliable than 
the regular Advanced Registry testing because the 
figures are included for all of the daughters of herd 
sires rather than a selected few. The Association has 
just adopted a modification of the Mount Hope Index, 
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which, it is hoped and expected, will make this sire in- 
formation more useful as an agency of better breeding. 
Mr. Norton’s explanation of the details of this part of 
the work will be read with the keenest interest by 
breeders and the complete list of, Index sires, based on 
the first four years in the Herd Test, will afford data 
for constructive study. The Herd Test work has been 
well maintained during these difficult times we have 
been going through and we look for a material expan- 
sion of this work just as soon as improving conditions 
begin to be manifested. 


Embattled Dairymen 


N Wisconsin late last month a truce in the milk 
] strike was declared until May 1, to give the new 

administration at Washington an opportunity to 
work out its farm relief program. Meanwhile inter- 
state organization is planned by which the strike leaders 
claim they will be ready for a more effective tie-up. 
The great majority of Wisconsin dairymen were appar- 
ently opposed to the strike method of meeting the pres- 
ent milk price situation. The situation was aggravated 
by possible loss of some markets in Chicago for Wis- 
consin milk through legislation. 

In New York a bill is in the legislature to declare 
milk a public utility and setting up a State Commission 
with authority to fix minimum prices to producers and 
maximum prices to consumers. At a hearing on this 
bill March 14, 840 Northern New York dairymen trav- 
eled by special train to Albany to voice their approval 
of this emergency measure. Dealers in general are 
opposing this bill, as also is the Dairymen’s League, 
whose officers argued that it does not make adequate 
provision for surplus milk, and would destroy farmers’ 
cooperatives. Meanwhile, the February League pool 
price of 95 cents for 3.5% milk emphasized the gravity 
of the situation for dairymen. 

While we would prefer to see dairymen work out 
their problem without depending upon special legisla- 
tion, we believe the existing situation calls for such an 
emergency measure as this. Under its terms, its oper- 
ation is limited to May 1, 1935. In the meantime, a 
permanent program can be worked out. 


Dont Neglect Herd Records 

ROM the rush of applications for the registry of 
FF over-axe animals under the Mott moratorium plan 

at the end of 1932 and the reduced number of 
applications currently being filed, it is evident that many 
breeders are finding it necessary through force of cir- 
cumstances to delay many of their registrations. 

We want to urge the importance in such cases of 
keeping an adequate herd record so that when the regis- 
trations are completed later on, there will be no ques- 
tion of their accuracy in matters of identification and 
breeding. Suitable herd registers of various styles are 
available from all of the breeder’s supply houses. These 
books are comparatively inexpensive. 

While the by-laws of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America require every breeder to keep such a 
herd record, not all breeders keep the information in a 
form that will permit positive identification of, all ani- 
mals without some reliance upon memory, and we want 
to urge the importance of keeping these records in such 
form, particularly where registrations are being tem- 
porarily delayed, so there will be no question about the 
owner’s ability to complete the papers later on when 
desired. A herd register properly and carefully kept 
at this time is good insurance. 


Delegates Nominated 
ECEIPT of the list of candidates nominated as 
R delegates to the annual convention of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, reminds us 
that this annual event is now only a little more than 
two months away. The number of candidates is re- 
duced somewhat since last year when the high count 
of 709 was reached. This year there are 569 candi- 
dates from which 118 delegates will be elected. This 
year only Arkansas and Canada failed to file nominating 
petitions. Last year, Alabama, Arkansas, Louisiana 

and Tennessee filed no nominating petitions. 
We haven’t much of a line yet on business to be 
brought before the convention. However, with so many 
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problems facing the industry, we expect this convention 
will have plenty of serious business to occupy its atten- 
tion. With the convention coming as it does right at 
the opening of the Century of Progress Exposition in 
Chicago, we are looking for a large attendance, even 
though the number of official delegates has been re- 
duced following the action by the convention at Madi- 
son last year. 


Century of Progress Dairy Show 


HE splendid structure which will house the dairy 
‘i exhibit of the Century of Progress Exhibition has 

been completed and exhibits are already in process 
of installation. Under the set-up of the Exposition, 
there will be no competitive exhibits in any department, 
and the only dairy cows on the grounds will be a 
demonstration group of from thirty to forty head. The 
James Manufacturing Company has donated the dairy 
barn and equipment, DeLaval a milking parlor instal- 
lation, the Creamery Package Company milk cooling 
facilities. Purina Mills will supply the grain feed re- 
quired. 

The original plan was to have an equal number of 
representatives of the recognized dairy breeds in this 
demonstration, but at a meeting held last month in Dr. 
Van Norman’s office, it was reported that the Ayrshire 
and Brown Swiss people had definitely stated their in- 
ability to participate. The American Jersey Cattle Club 
also indicated its inability to go into the matter, but 
we understand there is a possibility the Illinois Jersey 
breeders will take over this project so far as their breed 
representation is concerned. Representatives of the 
Holstein-Friesian and Guernsey associations at the 
meeting expressed their confidence that the cattle of 
these breeds could be secured for the demonstration. 

The plan is to sell the milk from the demonstration 
cows at a milk bar on the premises and it is estimated 
that the returns from these sales will cover the expense 
items not yet provided for. These include landscaping 
and leveling of the grounds, putting in concrete floors 
and foundations, the equipment necessary for the sale 
of dairy products, estimated to amount to $7,800, and 
operating expense, including bedding, feed, labor, care 
and sales help, at $11,000 additional. Of these items, 
the $7,800 for equipment and proper landscaping will 
have to be taken care of in advance and subscriptions to 
this loan fund are solicited. Any of our readers who 
are in a position to help in this worthy cause are re- 
quested to communicate with Dr. H. E. Van Norman, 
Century Dairy Exhibit, Inc., Room 1626, 221 No LaSalle 
St., Chicago. It is expected that all contributions to 
this special fund will be repaid in full from the opera- 
tion of the project. 

How About a Breed Show? 

Judging from letters we have had from breeders in 
various parts of the country, it is rather difficult for 
the Holstein industry to reconcile itself to a World’s 
Fair without a competitive show of pure bred dairy 
cattle. We expect the same feeling exists in the other 
breeds as well. The big problem, of course, is one of 
finance and organization. 

Director John Carroll has interested himself in the 
matter and believes that a real dairy show could be 


staged successfully in the Chicago Coliseum, which 
adjoins the Century of Progress Exposition grounds. 
The idea has a great appeal and we believe it would 


be well for representatives of the dairy breed associa- 
tions to get together as soon as possible and thoroughly 
canvass the possibilities for action along this line. Cer- 
tainly, it is an opportunity that ought not to be missed. 
It is evident that the Century of Progress Exposition 
is going to attract a very large attendance, in spite of 
the times, practically a million admission tickets having 
already been sold. We fully recognize the difficulties 
in finance that such a project would present at this 
particular time, but we believe it is important enough 
to justify vigorous effort, and that we will always regret 
it if the project is allowed to languish.

W ize the recent snap shot of Sir Inka May 422078, 
reproduced on our front cover this week. The 
picture was taken this month and shows him at less 
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than a month under ten years old at Carnation Milk 
Farms, where he has been in service for the greater 
part of his breeding life. Rube Everly, the Carnation 
farm manager, apologizes for the picture, stating that 
in spite of his advanced age he is very much ‘on the 
peck”’ and looking for trouble, so that they were 
able to get him relaxed for a real good picture. 

Sir Inka May will be remembered as All-American 
junior yearling in 1924 and member of the All-Ameri- 
can Produce the same year, when he was exhibited by 
his breeder, Minnesota Holstein Company. The follow- 
ing spring he topped the Brentwood National Sale at 
$12,000, going to Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., 
and has been paying them big dividends on this seem- 
ingly enormous investment ever since. The Carnation 
people have bred and exhibited two of his daughters 
have been named All-American and also bred another 
daughter that has been Reserve All-American and a 
son that has been All-American. Another son of Sir 
Inka May sired the All-American two-year-old bull of 
1932 and still another son sired the Reserve All-Ameri- 
can heifer calf last fall. These All-American winnings 
are only the high lights of a tremendous number of im- 
portant show ring winnings by his descendants, 
after year.

And now as his daughters come to maturity, Sir 
Inka May is making a name for himself as a sire of 
great production. Within the past few weeks announce- 
ment has been made of his first daughter above 1,000 
lbs. fat—Carnation Inka Piebe De Kol with 1,035.6 Ibs. 
fat from 31,670 lbs. milk. Others soon to be officially 
announced include Carnation Inka Mutual De Kol with 
965 lbs. fat from 25,773 lbs. milk; Carnation Inka 
Creamelle, with 961 lbs. fat from 26,585 lbs. milk as a 
senior four-year-old; Carnation Inka Bracelet, with 920 
Ibs. fat from 27,117 lbs. milk; and Carnation Inka Nora, 
with 818 lbs. fat from 22,054 lbs. milk. His five oldest 
daughters average 940 lbs. fat from 26,658 lbs. milk, 
average test 3.52%, which compares favorably with 
their dams’ average of 842 lbs. fat from 26,323 Ibs. 
milk, representing an average increase for fat of nearly 
100 lbs., a slight increase for milk and an increase of 
.o% for average test. It is further announced that six 
more mature daughters of Sir Inka May are on test at 
Carnation at the present time which are expected to 
maintain this remarkable average. Scores of leading 
breeders all over the country and in many foreign coun- 
tries who are using his sons, and probably hundreds of 
others who are using his grandsons and great grand- 
sons, will hail these great records with delight. 

It is probably unnecessary to remind World readers 
that Sir Inka May is a son of the former U. S. Champion 
fat producer, May Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218.6 
lbs. fat), known as the breed’s premier dam of All- 
Americans. His sire, Sir Inka Superior Segis, who also 
spent his declining years in service at Carnation, was 
junior champion at the National in 1920 and is one of 
the breed’s leading sires of All-Americans. 

Unless something unforeseen occurs, Sir Inka May 
will continue for many years to play a big part in the 
Carnation breeding program As they describe this 
program, it is anchored in Matador blood, which is being 
intensified by the use of Matador Segis Ormsby and 
Carnation Matador Masterpiece, outcrossed and _ im- 
proved in type, production and test by the use of the 
two All-Americans, Sir Inka May and North Star Joe 
Homestead. Younger bulls of these blood lines, care- 
fully selected for type and _ inheritance, are being 
groomed to take up the job where the older bulls will 
eventually have to leave off, thus assuring the perma- 
nence of Carnation Milk Farms as a great constructive 
breeding establishment.

1 would like the address of Prof. Franklin N. Strickland, 
and would be glad to cooperate with him in his work, as 
we have tabulated the results of our tests and the average 
curd tension of our herd runs extremely low. 

We have seventy pure bred Holsteins, all raised on our 
farm. We are milking thirty-six and producing 750 quarts 
a day.

MUST ADVERTISE MILK 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Sure think Dr. Strickland’s article on advertising Hol- 
stein milk O. K. No question as to the benefit of such 
a campaign. The only question is—can the money be 
raised? 

The Guernsey people have sure done a good job of 
advertising. I believe they have nine out of ten Holstein 
breeders believing that Guernsey milk is superior. A terrible 
situation. 

From this part of Wisconsin, we ship many dairy cows 
to all sections of the country. The buyers are discrim- 
inating against Holsteins, are actually paying more for 
Shorthorn cows than for Holsteins. We have been sleep- 
ing too long. 

Besides putting Holstein milk on the plane that it de- 
serves, the campaign would greatly increase the use of 
all milk. The advisability of the move cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

I think an effort should be made to get all Holstein 
dairies, delivering bottled milk, material to do their own 
advertising. Where they have Guernsey competition, 
there are plenty ready to use it. 

If the campaign gets under headway, do not neglect 
or fail to have a good slogan. I believe a good one used 
right is very, very valuable. 

For a slogan—‘For Health, Vitality, Nutrition without 
fat use Holstein milk.” 

Fifty per cent of the population are females, and it 
seems every one is afraid of gaining weight. Plenty of 
men also watch this point. I think it a big point in the 
fight for Holstein milk.

ANSWERING MR. MASON’S OBJECTIONS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been reading about Mr. Harold Mason’s objec- 
tion, and do not think he is using common sense in his 
arguments. In regard to the blood test, some day when 
the requirements call for milk produced from cows nega- 
tive to the blood test, likewise cows for breeding purposes, 
this gentleman will be out of luck. 

Three years ago this coming summer I was fortunate 
enough to overhear a few prominent New York State Hol- 
stein breeders talking over the Bang Abortion problem 
and decided from their conversation that I would be one of 
the first to offer to the public cows negative to the blood 
test. 

At the present time, my herd consisting of 150 is nega- 
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tive to the test and has been for the past year. Ninety 
per cent of the cattle I have had that have reacted to 
the test are cows that have had udder trouble and the 
other 10% are cows that have retained afterbirth. So much 
for the blood test. 

In regard to the T. B. test, I started in 1918 testing 
for T. B. In about three years I had an accredited herd. 
The herd remained that way for seven years and then 
there was a break owing to the fact that I rented an out- 
side pasture for my young stock. Today my herd is accred- 
ited again and I hope to keep it such. 

As far as the cow testing association is concerned, I 
have always been a firm believer in all cow testing work. 
In 1918, I started to run the Homestead with a herd of 60 
Holstein cows and young stock, testing 3% by the milk 
testing association and with an average of 250 Ibs. fat, 
8,000 Ibs. milk. Now my herd consists of 150 head testing 
3.7% with an average of 362 lbs. fat and nearly 12,000 
lbs. milk.

REGARDING SALE ETHICS 
Editor of the Holstein-Friesian World: 

Even in these times there are a few buyers of reg. 
istered dairy cattle. These buyers scan the _ breed 
periodicals for sales. They take the breeders’ adver- 
tisements in good faith so that when a breeder says he 
is dispersing his herd, the buyer assumes that a ‘‘dis- 
persal” means a dispersal and not a reduction. If he 
is sufficiently interested he often travels many miles 
at considerable expense to attend the ‘‘dispersion”’ sale, 
only to suspect, after the first few bids, that the sale 
is not a dispersion but a reduction and that the owner 
or his agent is also bidding, thus keeping the animals 
he wants to keep in his own herd. The buyer’s sus- 
picions are later confirmed when he discovers through 
the press or by word of mouth that certain of the best 
of the animals offered never left the farm. 

Perhaps in the minds of some this practice is cata- 
loged as good business ethics. Perhaps it is one of 
the oldest known devices of fooling the public. What- 
ever you want to call it, observation of the past shows 
that it is a destroyer of public confidence. It is a prac- 
tice which may be excused on various grounds by those 
who practice it, but it is an indictment against those 
that tolerate it, and when employed through the means 
of a public auction sale, tends to destroy the faith of 
buyers in the public sale as a means of securing good 
foundation animals. 

Is it not time for us to strengthen the confidence of 
buying public in the public auction sale and to 
ostracize those who, for immediate personal gain, would 


our 


use the public sale ring in a manner which  under- 
mines confidence? If it is to be a reduction sale in- 
stead of a dispersion sale, why not advertise it and 
carry it through as such? There are many splendid 


herds of registered cattle that for various reasons have 
grown beyond the capacity of their owners to maintain. 
Individuals from such herds afford rare opportunities 
for the buying public, and the sales ring offers an ex- 
cellent medium of sale. 

Let us encourage people to buy through the medium 


of the sales ring by actually selling every animal that 
is offered.

Eighteen other herds in this list exceeded 400 lbs. 
fat per cow on the average for the entire time and every 
one of these 41 herds has made a wonderful showing for 
continuous high production. 

Perhaps we should be satisfied to have the ‘‘Herd 
Test’’ hold its own during this depression period. We 
realize that the times are extremely difficult and that 
every expenditure must be _ scrutinized very closely. 
Many breeders feel that they cannot afford to test their 
herds under such conditions. The real question is, 
can they afford not to test in times like these. It takes 
a good cow to return a margin of profit at present 
prices of dairy products and many dairymen, and breed- 
ers too, are keeping more than one cow in the herd that 
cannot pay her way. “A record on every cow in the 
herd every year’’ should be the slogan of the Holstein- 
Friesian breeder and we believe that the ‘‘Herd Test’’ 
will take care of this part of the breeding program in 
a satisfactory manner and at a minimum cost. Let’s 
double the “Herd Test’? during 1933.

of all these sires are now on test and making some 
creditable records. 

Frank Bock, formerly of Kansas and more recently 
herdsman at Baker Farm, has had charge of the test 
string since May, 1931, and when not milking either 
four-timers or three-timers, doubles as first baseman on 
the ball team composed of employees of the farm. 

As to the individual members of the herd, we will 
let the pictures tell most of the story, but there are a 
few of them that are so outstanding as to require special 
mention. There is Hengerveld Korndyke De Kol Mabel, 
an Ohio-Bred cow and one of the first ones started on 
semi-official test at Shawangunk Valley. She produced 
841.6 lbs. fat from 25,447.7 lbs. milk, freshened about 
four months later and in this second year milked 29,- 
063.9 lbs. with 1,008.1 lbs. fat, her average test being 
3.5%. 

Then there is Airy Knoll Diona Ormsby Fobes, a 
granddaughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes, who broke 
the New York State record for senior three-year-olds 
with 953.9 lbs. fat from 24,622.7 lbs. milk, average test 
3.9%. Also one of the ‘old timers,’’ Westover Abbe- 
kerk Doris Burke, who made a record of 853.6 Ibs. fat 
from 26,319 lbs. milk, came back with over 20,000 Ibs. 
milk in ten months, and then freshened again early this 
winter with a heifer calf and was reported as milking 
108 lbs. a day at ten years old. There is a daughter 
of Sir Bess Ormsby Lass with better than 880 lbs. fat, 
a daughter of Pride of Sir Piets that has just finished 
with over 880 lbs. fat, several high record granddaugh- 
ters of Ormsby Sensation and many other granddaugh- 
ters and great granddaughters of. Sir P. O. M. 37th and 
other notables. 

It should be noted that Shawangunk Valley Stock 
Farm is in no sense a rich man’s plaything, at least so 


far as the Holstein herd is concerned. The herd is 
expected to be at least self-supporting and in normal 
times to show a profit. A modest but consistent adver- 


tising program has been carried on for the past four 
years and more, Advanced Registry testing has been 
carried on continuously since the fall of 1929 with no 
signs of any let-up, the health of the herd is being care- 
fully guarded and the heifer calves that are constantly 
arriving in great numbers are being grown and devel- 
oped in accordance with the most approved modern 
methods. The herd has now been developed to a point 
where a large percentage of those on test are animals 
of their own breeding, one such cow recently finishing 
with 28,835 lbs. milk containing 876.1 lbs. fat and 
considered a real prospect for 30,000 lbs. milk this 
year. As we watch the progress of this herd, year 
after year, we can see in the near future the realization 
of Ben Decker’s dream of having Shawangunk Valley 
Stock Farm recognized as one of the really constructive 
breeding establishments of the country.

From this work he was 
called to Illinois by the University of 
that state and conducted dairy in- 
vestigations on twenty-one farms in 
northern Illinois. 

For three and a half years he 
kept records on each cow on these 
farms entering on his records the 
amount of milk and fat each pro- 
duced and the amount of feed con- 
sumed. This was the first testing 
work done in the United States, pre- 
ceding by three years the organiza- 
tion of the first cow testing associa- 
tion in the country. In 1904, he 
was called from this work to be 
editor of Hoard’s Dairyman and in 
1918, on the death of the late gov- 
ernor, W. D. Hoard, he assumed the 
position of editor-in-chief. 

He has been. closely associated 
with movements of the development 
of the dairy industry. He has served 
the dairy interests in Washington 
for a score of years. He appeared 
before congressional committees to 
support legislation aimed to con- 
trol imitation dairy products; favor 
appropriations for building a 
stronger dairy department in the 
Department of Agriculture, and was 
later responsible, in a large part, for 
its elevation to its place in the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry. He has 
been influential in helping to secure 
federal appropriation for the sup- 
pression of tuberculosis and, almost 
single handed, he is said to have 
secured the first federal appropria- 
tion for the study of contagious 
abortion. 

Mr. Glover purchased a farm near 
Ft. Atkinson in 1928 and he expects 
to develop it into a we‘! organized 
and practical dairy farm by follow- 
ing those precepts of soil, crop and 
cow management that he has advo- 
cated for a quarter of a century as 
the salvation of the dairy farmer. 
At this time he joined the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America and 
has since been an important contrib- 
utor to National Holstein conven- 
tions and local Holstein meetings. 

Mr. Glover has held many posi- 
tions of honor and trust in connec- 
tion with State and National affairs 
dealing with agriculture. He took 
an active part in the inception and 
management of the National Dairy 
Show, and for many years has been 
a member of its Board of Directors. 
He was the originator and president 
of the Wisconsin Dairy Council 
which pioneered in advertising 
dairy products. He was a member 
of the agricultural committee of the 
Wisconsin Council of Defense dur- 
ing the World War. In 1928 he 
was one of the official representa- 
tives of the United States at the 
World’s Dairy Congress held in Lon- 
don, England. He was secretary of 
the Wisconsin Dairyman’s Associa- 
tion for several years. He has been 
a member of the executive commit- 
tee of the American Dairy Federa- 
tion and is now its president. 

With this experience, Mr. Brown- 
ell points out, possibly greater than 
that of many of the leaders of the 
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dairy industry in the United States 
today, combined with a gift for ora- 
tory and a true sense of humor, Mr. 
Glover is expected to bring a mes- 
sage unsurpassed in its forcefulness, 
educational qualities and good 
humor to the dairymen of the state.

WISCONSIN APPEAL TO BE 
HEARD APRIL 10 

News dispatches from Washington 
under date of March 20 advises that 
the appeal of Mintz & Mintz, Wiscon- 
sin cattle dealers, in their case chal- 
lenging the validity of the order of 
the New York Department of Agri- 
culture & Markets requiring all cattle 
shipped into New York State to be 
from certified abortion-free herds, has 
been granted a hearing by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States with 
oral argument to be presented on 
April 10. In Federal District Court re- 
cently by a divided vote of two to one. 
the validity of New York’s quarantine 
order was upheld. This interesting 
question of state rights will now ap- 
parently come to an early final deci- 
sion.

average production of their dams ad- 
justed to the same basis. Thus, if a 
sire had eight daughter-dam pairs, the 
daughters averaging 14,000 lbs. of milk 
and the dams averaging 13,000 Ilbs., 
the difference, 1,000 lbs., added to the 
daughters’ average would give 15,000 
Ibs. as the sire’s index for milk. If 
the daughters average 12,000 lbs. and 
their dams average 14,000 lbs., the dif- 
ference, 2,000 Ilbs., would be sub- 
tracted from the daughters’ average, 
giving the sire a milk index of 10,000 
lbs. In figuring the per cent fat in- 
dex, the same system was followed 
except that the actual per cents were 
used without any adjustment for age. 
Our studies of the 30,000 Advanced 
Registry records revealed a decrease 
in per cent fat with advancing age 
which seemed too small to be taken 
into consideration. The extreme 
range was 3.41% with junior two-year- 
olds as compared to 3.34% for cows 12 
years old or older, or a decrease of 
only .07%, so that any adjustment of 
per cent fat would seem unnecessary. 
If a cow had several records, we av- 
eraged the per cents shown in the 
different records, just as we did in 
determining the average milk produc- 
tion, but the actual per cents were 
used without adjustment. Thus, in 
figuring the index for per cent fat if 
the daughters average 3.5 and their 
dams average 3.4, the sire’s index for 
per cent fat would be 3.6. Conversely, 
if the daughters averaged 3.4 and the 
dams averaged 3.5, the sire’s index 
for per cent fat would be 3.3. The 
conversion factors to be used in ad- 
justing these records are shown in the 
following table:

The column at the left gives the age 
and the next three columns in order 
give the factors to be used to convert 
Classification A. B and C milk records 
to a mature “B” basis. For example. 
if the actual record was made in “A” 
by a senior four-year-old, we would 
multiply by .87 to bring it to the basis 
of mature production on three milk- 
ings a day, or in other words. de- 
crease it by 13%. and if the actual 
record was made in “C” by a senior 
two-year-old, we would multiply it by 
1.59 or increase it 50% to bring it to 
the basis of three milkings a day at 
maturity. As explained before in dis- 
cussing the adjustment of records to a 
comparable basis, this plan works out 
quite satisfactorily when applied to 
groups of records but may be quite 
wide of the mark as applied to a sin- 
gle individual record. 

There are 109 sires with six or 
more daughter-dam pairs in the sire 
list in Volume 4 of the Red Book and

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shown in the following list. We 
found that many of these sires had 
quite a large number of tested daugh- 
ters but only six or eight daughter- 
dam pairs and on this account it 
seemed advisable to give the average 
production of all the Herd Test 
daughters. Accordingly, the lists as 
prepared include the total number of 
Herd Test daughters with their av- 
erage production adjusted to a mature 
basis and three milkings daily; the 
number of daughter-dam pairs with 
averages for the daughters and their 
dams; and the sire’s index in terms of 
milk, per cent fat and fat. The sire’s 
date of birth and the name and num- 
ber of his sire and dam are also in- 
cluded. 


A question which many consider 
important in the study of indexes is 
“How many of the daughters are bet- 
ter than their dams?” The answer 
to this question may be found in the 
figures shown in the parenthesis fol- 
lowing the sire’s name and number. 
These figures represent: 


First, the total number of tested 
daughters (Herd Test). 

Second, the number of daughter- 
dam pairs (Herd Test). 

Third, the number of daughters 
better than their dams for milk. 
Fourth, the number of daughters 
better than their dams for per 
cent fat. 

Fifth, the number of daughters 
better than their dams for total 
fat production. 


In case a sire has been classified 
according to type or has been desig- 
nated a Bronze, Silver or Gold Medal 
Sire, his rating is also given. We be- 
lieve that the publication of this list 
will furnish valuable information to 
the breeders and that it will stimu- 
late interest in the progeny test and 
proven sires. The greatest opportu- 
nity for breed improvement lies in the 
use of proven sires and we hope that 
the inauguration of this new policy 
will result in a great increase in the 
number of herds tested for Herd Im- 
provement Registry, with the result 
that many more sires proven for high 
production will be available for use 
in Holstein-Friesian herds.
